Volunteers To Rebuild Yerkes Barn

C ourier and Times Staff Writer 
Volunteer workers from the Trevose Heights, 
Trevose and Feasterville areas are going to rebuild 
the Yerkes brothers barn which was destroyed in 
a March 30 fire at Oakford. 


The volunteers mapped 
plans for a elean*up 
of the barn fire site after Howard and Albert Yerkes 
gave the go-ahead signal at a public meeting held 
yesterday afternoon at the Trevose Heights Fire Co. 


Tentative plans call for the barn raising to be 
held on the weekend of May 11-12, two weeks a fter 


the volunteer workers clear away the rubble of the 
barn fire in an all-day effort this Saturday. 


The meeting was arranged after numerous in­ 
dividuals and organizations had announced they 
would do anything they could to help rebuild the 
barn on the Austin Dairy Farm which provides the 
Yerkes with their livelihood. 


Edward Duckenfield, president of the Trevose 
Heights Fire Co., issued a call for volunteers to 
work all day Saturday in an effort to clean up the 
remains of the ruined barn. 


Materials for the rebuilding project will be 
supplied by the Yerkos brothers. In his statement 
at the meeting* Howard Yerkes declared “All we 
need is the manpower. The insurance damages will 
pay for the costs of most of the building supplies.” 


Martin M. Laibow, Levittown architect, and a 
group of volunteers, have toured the barn area to 
make a tentative survey on the needs of tho new 
barn. 


Members of the Trevose Heights Fire Co. will 
solicit tonight for food donations to be served to the 


volunteers workers Saturday at a luncheon to be pre­ 
pared and served by the Ladies Auxiliary of the 
Trevose Heights Fire Co. 


Five walls to be knocked down and the rubble 
to be hauled away should require plenty of m an­ 
power. The barn raising committee is appealing for 
dump trucks to be donated for use on Saturday.

The first Mrs. Bennett, the

married Bennett in Dec. 1946, 
at B ad—Nauheim, 
Germany, 
while he was in the army. They 
had a daughter, Sylvia, now IO. 
Mrs. Bennett said her hus­ 
band left Germany and disap­ 
peared before Sylvia was born. 
Two years ago she came to 
the U. S. to try and find him. 
She has been living at a New 
York convent. Last Saturday 
the New York Legal Aid Soci­ 
ety located ennett in Oneida.
